SOLICITOR ADVISES 
AGAINST ACTION 



Narberth Borough Council voted 
Monday night to appeal a tax as- 
sessment reduction involving prop- 
erties at 221 and 227 N. Narberth 
av., Narbcrth, 

Tlie appeal was made on a mo- 
tion introduced by Roland Fleer, 
president of the Council and owner 
of the properties. 

Question over the assessment re- 
duction was raised by Henry P. 
Carr, Council's finance chairman, 
in an exchange of letters with 
Henry A. Frye, the Borough soli- 
citor. 

Carr contended the assessment 
reduction, amounting to 36.84 per- 
cent, was "alarming." In a letter 
dated April 2 he asked Frye's ad- 
vice in the matter. The Solicitor's 
answer, which came April 13. was 
that he would not recommend an 
appeal. 

At Monday night's meeting all of 
the councilmcn seemed satisfied to 
accept the Borough solicitor's rec- 
ommendation except Carr. He 
wrote on the margin of the letter, 
in which the Solicitor advised 
against an appeal, the following 
notation: 

"I do not agree with the con- 
tents of this letter." 

It was through Fleer's insistence 
that the matter be cleared up. 
however, that Council decided to 
appeal the reduction which was 
made by the Montgomery County 
Board for the Assessment and Re- 
vision of Taxes. 

Relinquishing his chair as pre- 
siding officer of the Council to 
Walter A. Fox. Fleer introduced the 
following motion: 

"That the recommendation of the 
aiders.

VICTORY GARDEN COMMITTEE 
LISTS RULES FOR PLANTING 

Hardy vegetables, such as onions, peas, and spinach, now 
may be planted as soon as the soil can be prepared in all except 
the higher altitudes of Pennsylvania, states Harold Graham, 
chairman of the Montgomery County Victory Garden Committee. 
Mr. Graham added, however, that soil preparation should 
not be undertaken until the soil is sufficiently dry that it may be 
crumbled readily after being compressed in the hands. If soil is 
worked when it is so moist that it adheres to a spade or hoe, or 
sticks together after being packed, it will become hard and 
lumpy on drying, and its productivity will be seriously reduced. 
Manure usually is spread on the surface and is plowed or 
spaded under. Commercial fertilizer or lime also may be in- 
corporated in the soil in the same way, or may be spread on the 
surface after plowing, and worked into the soil by harrowing or 
raking. A part of the fertilizer may be mixed with the soil in 
the bottom of the drill or hill when seeds are sown or plants are 
set, or this part of the fertilizer may be sown in at the bottom 
of drills or channels abou* two inches deep and two inches from 
the row. 

Seed? and plants should have good contact with moist so 
to start well, Mr. Graham advised. To obtain this, the soil above 
the sown seeds and that around the roots of plants should be 
well packed. Water may be applied advantageously to plants 
at the time of transplanting, and should be poured over the roots 
in the bottom of the hole in which the plant is set, rather than 
over the soil surface when +he transplanting operation is com- 
pleted. 

It is not advisable to water seeds at the time of sowing, 
because a crust is. likely to form, through which seedlings w 
have difficulty in coming up.

I! the court 
should fix a new ratio then-, then 
all similar cases can be equ.ilizec 
at the next triennial assessment 
Therefore, for this, and loi th 
additional re ison I doubt i! a 
better appraisal could be obtainc: 
of suffiient difference to ju.stif 
the cost. I would not recommen 
an appeal. 

I am still of the opinion tint th 
conclusion reached as a result ol 
our general discussions la.st yea 
ttas sound, but for the reasons 
stated I cannot see that an appea 
o) either of the eases cited would 
produce the desired results 
Very truly yours.
